” grave, it you cap, or march in a parade, or at 
least attend’ the: memorial services; and if there 
is any Kindness or courtesy that you can show to 
a soldier yet alive, do that, for he took the same 
grave chances and faced the shot and shell and 
hell of war, as those who never came back. 

There are grave’ charges against certain depart- 
ments of our government for the shabby way our 
soldier boys ‘have been and are yet being treated, 
especially those who are erippled and ¢annot work, 
and every man and women should join in a me- 
morial to Congress afd the President to have that 
awful stain removed from the honor of America. 
It is the fault of the various bureaus and an army 
of useless and .inefficient clerks who continually 

neglect their duties, at te expense of the poor, 
sick, disabled, needy soldier boy, It is a most 
damnable shame, if sueh a strong expression may 
be allowed on the Sabbath Day, and one that must 
not be allowed to ever go over to another Memo- 
rio| Day. We cannot do anything to help the dead 
soldiers, as they are with their God, and maybe 
happier than we are, but we can do something for 
the living, and we ought to do it, and tbe glad to 
do it, and we ought to force our public servants 
to do it, also. 

All over the land today and tomorrow heads are 
bowed and hearts are sad, and tears are glimmer- 
ing in millions of eyes. Hearts bleed for the boy 
who never came back and the earnest prayers of 
a grateful nation go up to Heaven's high battle- 
ments for those who have gone and for those who 
yet remain. The aged veteran of the civil war, 
white of hair now and withered of frame, those 
who wore the blue and those who wore the gray, 
what few there are remaining, mingle their tears 
gover the graves of the boys of that conflict years 
ago, now only a memory with the hatred and 
rancor of it all worn away.

In 
condemning sabotage and acts of violence on the 
part of the radical element of labor this writer 
frequently -brings down upon his head their cen- 
sure and hard words, but some day when they 
get better educated and enlightened they will see 
where they were wrong and we were right. Organ- 
ized labor has no better friend than this scribe, 
but many of them will not believe it because we 
do not stand for the Tom Mooney’s and McNamara 
brothers breed of Bolshevics, and do not hesitate 
to say so.

May He who 
guides the destinies of men and nations, and of all 
the world, put into all their minds and hearts at 
‘this time of grave seriousness, tolerance, kindli- 
mess, forbearance and a spirit of .concilliation, even 
as Christ would teach were he here today to speak.

SURCHARGE OF 
ELECTRIC Ub. 
IS REDUCED 


Yesterday sixty per cent of the 
surcharge tax on electric light and 
power bills that consumers of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric and Great 
Western Power Companies have been 
paying, under the emergency grant 
of the State Raliroad Commission, 
was eliminated in an order by that 
body. 


The surcharge, which is a tax on! 


a tax, has been 15 per cent on the 
amount of the regual power rates. 
Under the order it becomes 6 per 
cent, a slash of two-thirds of the 
overcharge. 

On April 10, when the surcharge 
order would have died automatically 
had no action been taken, the com- 
nission, in view of the petition for 
continuance that was then being 
neard, made a temporary cut from 
15 to 10 per cent, and further or- 
dered that the 10 per cent be im- 
pounded by the company, pending 
further action. 

Of that 10 per cent collected from 
April 10 to date of the new order, 
the companies will rebate 4 per cent 
and retain 6 per cent, making the 6| 
per cent rate ordered today retroac- 
tive to the time when the old sur- 
charge order ordinarily would have 
expired. 

Commissioner Rowell, who took up 
these cases when Commissioner Dev- | 
lin retired, ‘wrote the order and 
points out ‘to consumers that they 
now are paying only 22 per cent over 
the 1916 rates, since which year al!
